Many people anticipate warm weather in 


tbo Spring prematurely. 
They will lake 


good cnro of their (locks and herds during 
Iho Winter, aud think in Spring they will 
care for themselves, which is a great fallacy, 
as tho most critical period our cattlo are 
called lo pass through is in the Spring, and 
consequently much caro is required through 
Ibis month and next. Tho following is 
taken from the Iowa Fino Stock Gazette': 


"I havo always found tho Spring the 


most critical season of tho year in the man 
agement of domestic animals. 
While the 


weather is cold and Iho earth frozen, stock 
[rill cat with a relish dry fodder and keep in 
strong, healthy condition, but in the warm 
days of Springtime they experience a 
lassitude, incident lo mankind, aud vfith the 
taste of the fresh herbage lose their appe- 
tite for hay and fall away in flesh. To avert 
thin decline in Spring baa been my study 
for years, and Iho following has proved 
with uie tiio best mode of management : 


"Work horses I keep in tho slablo until 


the crops are all in the ground, feeding oats 
twice a day and the best timothy hay, put- 
ting up a few tons for Ibis purpose evorj 
Summer. 
(!orn, as .". fjrain feed, f find too 


heating for warm weather, aud clover hay 
does not give the strength of nerve aud vi- 
tality that timothy furnishes. 
0( course, 


when Iho seeding season is over, grass has a 
good start, but I am always careful about 
letting Iho horses out so as to make- av 
abrupt and entire change. I cut grass and 
feed hi tho stable for n fow days or until tbe 
system has been relaxed and then lot tho 
horses out: this averts colic and other 
troubles. Colts and brood inares may bo 
turned out oorly, but should havo a little 
grain once a day, say iu Iho morning, aud 
hay >t night until they get a till of grass. 
* "Milch cow« require speoial caro at this 
tinio. If thay arc not coming in at present 
one quart of corn meal per day should bp 
given to keep up tho flesh, and after they 
aro in milk three pirns-of oat meal or two 
quarts of wheat bran, per day. Corn I havo 
found to contain tho greatest per cent, o 
flesh-forming elements of any grain, ant 
oat meal aud wheat bran most excollcu 
milk producers. I do not feed tho grsiu dry 
in any case, but cut tbo hay, brino i 
slightly, aud apply tho meal. Feed of thi 
kind will lako cows through tho Spring in 
good heart and flesh, if they have been pro 
perly cared for during Winter. Corn men 
upon cut feed for young slock is a payinf 
investment aud should bo given during th 
months of March aud April. A pint of tbo 
grain per day is sufficient for steers am' 
heifers, aud half that quantity forcalvos.
